YOKOHAMA. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
May 10. 

The commercial department, Japanese Government, has purchased 
the Vymph and S:kana for # mail line to Hiogo and Nagasaki. 
They also purchased an oil mill lately brought out, and three 
steam lighters, one of them to be sent to the Isle of Sado to be 
erected, and run between Sado and Nee-e-gata; the others, I 
think, will be for Yokohama, and it is to be hoped for a lighter 
company, for such is much wanted—over 100 vessels in harbour, 
and great trouble in discharging them. All is life on both Hotobas. 
Great Bs Hee is being made with the erection of godowns on the 

ound whicn I mentioned in a former letter was to be filled in 

etween the Native Hotoba and French Legation. 

Yokohama is increasing in business daily, and native houses 
are flying up in all directions. Ali the swamp at back of settle- 
ment is to be filled in in six months. Lamp-posts have arrived 
from Shanghai—will shortly be erected. Drainage and streets 
progreing well. Public gardens are making a show, and the 
opposition haverctired. I think there is no chance of the opposers 
tackling the swamp piece; that must bo given up fora railway 
station. ; 

The last two days a succession of earthquakes—as many as fif- 
teen felt in one night onthe Bluff. The British Legation on 
the move to Yedo, now called Tokei, and it is said that the present 
Legation houses will be pulled down and carried there. 

Sir Harry, Lady Parkes, and party are off to Nico, the burial- 
place of the first Tycoon, seventy miles north of Tokei, and de- 
scribed by the natives as the finest plese in Japan. Tokei is 
quiet; the railway people are at work surveying. The Pacific 
mail steamer Oregonian arrived from Inland Sea with large cargo, 
and large number of Japanese. Weare now entirely dependent on 
Kobe district for good beef—high time the Government turn their 
attention to the breeding of cattle. In Yedo four to six bullocks 
are consumed daily ; also in the interior, where rice is dear. 

A grand matszri religious festival is to be held in Yokohama on 
the 14th and 15th; grand preparations are being made, and a very 
large sum of money has becn collected from merchants (natives) 
to support it. You know what Japanese are during holiday time, 
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how thoroughly they enjoy themselves, and certainly, by the talk 
in seaevbaay's heer § ines intend to do it on the 14th and 15th. 
Rice has fallen, and with it no doubt you will hear of a few 
failnres, and cases of non-fulfilment of contracts. I believe one or 
two shaky cases against foreigners will soon be heard. Japanese 
merchants have more sayee now, and so the Tojin must mind how 


he conducts his business.

TIENTSIN. 
A correspondent on 1st May writes :—Mr. Fred. F. Low, the 
United States Minister, arrived at Tientsin in the steamer 


Szchuen on the 13th April, and remained till the forenoon of the 
16th. During his stay, he called on his Excellency Chunghow, 
who returned his visit at the United States Consulate on the fol- 
lowing day. Letters received from Peking, per Customs post 
yesterday, mention Mr. Low having taken charge of the Legation 
on the 20th April. 

We are going to lose Mr. James Mongan, Her Majesty’s Oon- 
sul, and the oldest of the foreign residents at Tientsin, who leaves 
here on the 3rd of May on his way to England, via America, 
on leave of absence. He yesterday handed over the charge of 
the British Consulate to Mr. Wm Lay, as acting Consul. As 
Mr. Mongan’s amiable and genial manners have endeared him to 
every one who came into relation with him, either in his official 
capacity or privately, I feel certain I express the truth when I 
say that he takes with him the hearty and cordial wishes of 
every foreign resident in Tientsin, and, I may safely add, of 
many Chinese, for his safe arriyal in old England, and for his 
enjoying every happiness which it is possible for a man to obtain 
in this the nineteenth century, amongst his friends at home. 


SHANGHAI. 
The dates by this opportunity extend to the 13th May. The 
London mail of 25th March arrived out on 9th May. The follow- 
ing are the leading items since the last mail :— 


The first annual meeting of rate-payers under the new Land 
Regulations was held on the 9th, It had been expected, says the 
North China Herdld, to be an unusually full one, from the in- 
creased number of voters admitted by the new franchise ; and it 
had been called at the Masonic Hall at 10 a.m., instead of at the 
British Consulate at 2 p.m., as had been the previous practice, in 
order to allow more space and more time for discussion. The bad 
weather and the arrival of the English mail just before the hour 
of meeting combined, however, to interfere ; and instead of an 
unusual number of voters presenting themselves, an hour and a 
half elapsed before a quorum could be gathered, A slight diffi- 
culty presented itself at the outset in regard to the election 
of a Chairman—H.B.M. Consul demurring to take the post, 
on the ground that he was not senior Consul. But this was 

cefully overcome by Mr. Dixwell, who asked Mr. Med- 
urst to preside in his capacity of rate-payer, and the busi- 
ness went on under his presidency. Rules of procedure were first 
azreed to, after some debate ; and the reports and accounts then 
came up for discussion, Mr. pera | raised an interim question 
—as to the qualification of voters, and one or two other points, in 
regard to wharfage dues, Chinese land owners, &c., were mooted. 
Eventually the report and accounts were passed, and the meeting 
adjourned till 10 a.m. on Friday next. Judging from the time 
occupied in getting over this short stage, the proceedings will ex- 
tend over at least two days more, Several important topics for 
iscussion are suggested in the remarks accompanying the budget, 
and others are sure to arise in connection with the estimates, and 
from the inner consciousness of individual rate-payers. The 
questions of Bund frontage, of water supply, of new roads and 
streets, of appointing an officer of health, are all fertile, and all 
need settlement. 

A Tientsin correspondent writes that things are very dull; no 
business doing, and prices tending downward. The weather is 
very unpleasant and dusty; no water in the river or canals, to 
enable goods to be forwarded into the interior. 

A naval Court of Inquiry has been held to inquire into certain 
i preferred by the second officer against the master of the 
Windover. They were held not proven. 

A meeting of pew-renters in Triuity Church was held on the 
6th, to discuss the vexed question of the position of the pulpit 
and of the arrangement of seats. It was resolved that the pulpit 
should be ey in front of the pillar supporting the transept 
arch, and that the seats be arranged with a view to this change. 

A small schooner named the Georgina Godfrey, of 15 tons 
register, arrived here from Sydney via Manila on the 7th May. 
She proved herself a perfect little miracle, haying made the pas- 
sage to Manila in the short space of 28 days, where she embarked 
a cargo of sugar for this port. She again took her departure on 
the 14th April, and on the 20th at noon she fell in with a heavy 
gale of wind from the N.E. in lat. 18.14 N. long. 120, 12 E., which 
compelled her to bear up and anchor under the lee of the land for 
shelter ; the gale lasted several hours. She again got under weigh 
at 5,30 p.m. of the 21st, and met with favourable weather till the 
29th, when a strong breeze set in from the northward and gast- 
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ward, increasing to a gale, with heavy sea; double reefed main- 
sail stowed jib and reefed foresail, vessel labouring heavily and 
heavy seas coming on board. 30th, same weather, with squalls at 
intervals, after which the weather moderated, and had fine 
weather until reaching port. 

A new weekly newspaper, entitled the Cycle, has appeared. It 
is said to have been established by the Inspector-General of Cus- 
toms to advocate views similar to those put for by the Bur- 
lingame Mission ; and its first number echoes the jiong of the 
politicians who look upon the Peking Government as the repre- 
sentative of the Chinese nes and hold it to be sin to hurry’ the 
mandarins along the ae 9 of progress. 

The Asiatic Society have appointed a meeting foy tho ath, 
when a paper will be read by the honorary secretary, Mr. J. B. 
Robertson, on “The Convention of Peking.” : 

The steamer Appin left Tientsin on 7th May, and Chefoo at 
5 p.m. on 9th May, arrived at Shanghai 12th. Tientsin and 
Chefoo had been visited with a succession of westerly gales, 
bringing hot scorching weather, and filling the air with dust. At 
Tientsin there was a rumour that the Mahomedan rebels had cap- 
tured a large city. 

The pencecres has been issued of the Hong Que Wharf Com- 
any, the directors being Alexander Michie Thomas Probst, and 
avid Reid.

Mr. G. B. Stacey, the General Superintendent of the British- 
Indian Submarine Telegraph Company, has notified that telegrams 
from China for London can be forwarded by the company’s line, 
The messages are to be addressed to the agent of the company at 
Galle, who will forward them on to Bombay, from whence they 
will be wired direct to their destination. The Chartered Mercan- 
tile Bank will receive deposits of not less than £25, to be applied 
to the payment of telegrams sent by the company’s line. All mes- 
sages addressed to the British-Indian Company will be sent from 
Galle to Bombay without prepayment, and the local Indian charge, 
as well as thethrough rate from Bombay, will be deducted from 
the sender’s deposit with the bank, which will render a periodical 
statement to each depositor, showing the amounts withdrawn from 
his account and the balance in hand. The bank officials will not see 
the messages, but will be furnished by the — witha printed 
receipt for every message paid for through a depositor’s account

The rebuild- 
ing of this temple has been achieved at immense expense and 
labour. His lordship, the Pusamset Rajakan Tangprat’ate has been

SINGAPORE. 
Dates by this opportunity extend to May 28. The outward 
mail of April 22 arrived on May 24. 
The meeting of the Legislative Council on May 23 was thus 
alluded to in the Straits Times :—

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The speech of his Excellency the Governor at the opening of 
the Legislative Council, on Monday last, is far more satisfactory 
than his Excellency’s utterances have usually been. Several 
topics of yery considerable pyblic importance were jntroduced, 
first and foremost of which was the apparently never-ending one 
of the new steamer, which it appears has now assumed a new phase. 
It is some consolation to know that although the Secretary of State 
js not prepared to veto the building of the vessel altogether, he 
considers $117,000 too heavy a price to be paid for her, and 
that “Her Majesty’s Government will endeavour to purchasg 
a fast and commodious vessel which will answer the purpose 
of the Government for a much smaller sum.” H.E. the Go- 
vasnor, however, evidently has some misgivings with regard to 
trusting the matter in the handsfof the Earl Qranyille, for he 
says:— The conclusion has of late been forced upon me that 
it would have been more advantageous for the colony if the 
steamer had originally been ordered to be built here instead of at 
home. She might not have been so perfect a vessel, but time 
and money would have been saved, and all local requirements 
would have been carefully attended to. . « [have written 
to the Secretary of State, pointing out thet a vessel in all 
respects suitable for our purpose could be built on the spot for a 
sum not exceeding $80,000, and suggesting that it would be far 
better to adopt this arrangement than that in contemplation.” 
There is little reason to doubt that, if we are to have a new 
steamer at all, time and money might have been saved had 
phe been ordered to be built here in the first place, inas- 
much as the cost of the voyage out would have been 
avoided, and the delay that has been experienced would not 
have accurred, so that the existing steamers might have been dis- 

sed of to better miveniege than they can now be. We cannot 
Took upon the actual cost of the new vessel in the same light as his 
Excellency does. He says:—‘As Her Majesty’s Government 
have approved of my recommendation that the present steamers 
shall eventually be sold as favourable opportunities offer, the actual 
expenditure it will entail will be considerably below this 
sum.” Now, it is well known that the Heiho was purchased 
for $65,000, merely as a temporary vessel, until the other 
one should be built, when she was to be so; the Rainbow cost 
the former Government $18,000. The loss sustained upon the 
sale of these two vessels should, we think, be reckoned as so much 
added to the actual cost of the new steamer, instead of the sum 
originally paid for them being altogether lost sight of when cre- 
diting ourselves with the price they are likely to bring in the 
market. Under this method of computation, inst of the 
colony having some $30,000 or $40,000 to set down on the credit 
side of its accounts, it will be found to have sustained a loss of about 
equal amount. And here we leave the question for the present, 
trusting that if it again comes before the Legislative Council it 
will meet with fair consideration, and, if the yesgel is not neces- 
sary, that it will be disallowed. 

In reference to the long-agitated question of a new steamer 
for the Governor, a correspondent says :—‘‘The association in 
London must not be off its guard, for our Governor has not aban- 
doved the idea. The other day he asked the captain of H.MS. 
Donegal to survey the J’eiho, the preaent colonial steamer. The 
report was however favourable; it stated that although the 
boilers had been badly used they would, with less pressure, last 
two or three years ; the engines were quite good.” 

The British steamer Crazgforth, Captain Froud, from London 
}2th April, via the Suez Canal, has arrived, having made the pas- 
gage in 44 days, including stappages. Her draught of water in 
running through the Canal was f7 eet G6 inches. Captain Froud 
confirma the jntelligence already received by telegraph that the 
- . steamer Tigre made the passage on a draught of water of 20 
t. 


His Imperial Majesty's steamor La Oreuse, Captain Lacombe, 
from Suez 23rd April, via Aden, arrived here, en route to Saigon 
with troops. Za Creuse has on board 1,000 men for the Cochi 
China service. 

We note that there is at last some prospect of getting a light- 
house on the North Sands, instead of the present light-vessel, 
which occasionally meets with serious misfortunes. The impor- 
tance of this work has been so frequently urged, both here and by 
the Straits Settlements Association at home, and is so apparent, 
that no comment is necessary.

IMPORTS. 

SuANGuat.—Piece Goods: The market continued very dull, and with 
the exception of 8} Ib. Grey Shirtings, and best 8 lb. T-Cloths, there was 
scarcely an article which did not show a decline on previous quotations. 
Stagnation prevailed at Tientsin, but the accounts from the river were 
little better. Grey Shirtings: 84 lbs. had maintained their value, and a 
small daily business had been done in them, best chops commanding most 
attention. In 7 lbs., trifling sales at rather low prices are reported, but 
the heavier makes |had not been wanted, und very few had changed hands 
aince Jast mail. White Shirtings: In these there was nu change. 1'-Cloths: 
A considerable trade in the better kinds of 7 lbs. T-Oloths was going on, 
but at almost daily declining rates. The quotations must be regarded as 
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nominal, as there seemed no rule in selling, egch holder being a willin, 
seller whenever a fair offer, or what in the stata of the market appeared 
to bea fair offer, was made. Best 8 lb. 36 inch goods bad been inquired 
for, and sales at, in some instances, a slight advance had been effected, 
The commoner kinds were not in much favour, and their prices were some- 
what irregular. Drills continued in demand, but business was restricted, 
holders showing some reluctance to sell on the basis of Tls. 3.3.8 to 3.4 per 
piece for best 15 lbs., English make, which were the figures offered by 
dealers. Jeans: English, of finest quality, had been sold to a small ex- 
tent, at a decline of 2 cent per piece; mediym and inferior kinds not 
wanted. Sheetings: Firm at last quotation. Fancy Cottons generally 
lower in value, with very little doing. Woollens showed no improve- 
ment. HH Scarlet Long Ells still inquired for, but a resale by Chinese 
at Tls. 5.9.5 per piece interfered with settlements, buyers naturally being 
unwilling to give more, while holders generally were disinclined to lower 
their demands. CPH Scarlets also wanted, at Tls. 5.7.0 to 5.7.5 per 
piece. Assorted colours neglected. Fair assortments of CPH Spanish 
Strips offered by Chinese, on the market, at 0.5.0 per yard, otherwise 
the market for woollen fabrics yemained unchanged, Lead: Sales of 
cqmmon chops reported at 4.45 to 5.0.; market very much depressed. 
Coals: Transactions unimportant ; demand Jimited, rates unchanged.

The reports from the interior continued satisfactory; the weather bad been 
fine, and the silkworms are progressing favourably. Price for mulberry 
leaves had again declined, and had reached a point lower than had been 
seen for some time past; this was said to be caused by the producers 
rearing less quantity of seed than usual. 


SIAM AND STRAITS PRODUCE. 

BancKox.—The following ia Messrs. Markwald and Co.’s report, dated 
4th May:—Riee: Shortly after despatch of our last Circular advices 
were received from Hong Kong reporting a considerable advance of prices; 
our market assumed in consequence a yery firm appearance, and prices 
advanced rapidly to $1.35 per picul for Steam Mill Field Rice, and $1.55 
per picul for Steam Mill Garden Rice.

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THE DUKE OF EDINBURGH IN CEYLON. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

In his parting speech, delivered at Galle, the Duke of Edinburgh 
spoke perhaps more feelingly his sentiments on this subject, now that 
all was over, than when in the height of the bustle and excitement 
of the scenes he has passed through. He said :—“ I shall never forget 
the pleasant days I have passed in Ceylon. And it has been most gra- 
tifying to me to witness the demonstrations which have met me on 
every occasion during my progress throughout the island, and which 
evince the feclings towards the Queen, my mother, entertained alike 
by all men and all creeds.” There is something pretty in this touch 
of nature, the reference to “the Queen, my mother.” And doubtless 
to the many virtues of that mother Queen, and to her widespread fame, 
is due much of that cordial welcome that hag everywhere been ac- 
corded, and those demonstrations of loyalty and affection that have 
everywhere been so profusely showered upon her son; but in Ceylon 
at least the Prince has gained golden opinions on his own account. A 
gentle, manly nature is his. Free from pomp and affectation, he has 
entered cordially into all the entertainments got up for his amusement, 
not the least enjoyable of which were the toils and pleasures of the 
chase—into these he entered con amore ; and in all such cases, whether 
in the camp or in the field—in a small company or at a great gather- 
ing—at a kraal or at a ball—he has acted in such a way as to commend 
himself to those about him, and leave a favourable impression wherever 
he went. To the native mind, perhaps, a little more pomp and show 
would have better accorded with their ideas of the greatness of a Royal 
Prince ; and had he come amongst them with a gold crown on bis 
head, bestudded with gems of “ purest ray serene,” dressed in the most 
Gorgeous attire; covered with orders, ribbons, medals, ef hoc genus 
omne, he would have doubtless come nearer their ideal of the son of a 
Queen “under whose dominion the sun never seta.” But they are 
being educated up, and by-and-by will come to understand that a Prince 
is but a man, who when “unadorned ’s adorned the most.” 

Notwithstanding the absence of such dash and splendour, however, 
the Prince has left his mark ; and the visit will be an epoch in the 
history of them to whom previously a Queen was but an idea, and her 
sona myth. They have now seen with their own eyes the gon of a 
Sovereign whom they have known only in name, and therefore they 
are convinced that her gracious Majesty Queen Victoria who rules these 
realms is no ideal person. Much they have heard of her greatness and 
goodness, but only now have they experienced this, when she has sent 
her son to visit them ; for they see thereby that she does not forgot 
her most distant dependencies. The Royal Duke's presence among us 
has done good in many ways. It has struek a heavy blow at the 
qutqeitoas system of caste, which prevails to such a lamentable extent 
in Ceylon and India; it has shown to the native mind the noble ex- 
ample of a Royal Prince considering it no indignity to dine with a low 
caste commoner; it has illustrated the fact that in England, as in 
every enlightencd nation, men are appreciated for their worth, not on 
account of their origin. 

At the hall given by the De Soyzas men of every rank and class 
were invited, and the attendance of Europeans and Eurasians was 
large; the different classes of natives were also freely represented, yet 
caste could not hide its baneful head. The Modliars to a man (except 
the Maha Modliar, who, probably, was ordered by the Governor to be 
there) refused to come. What ! men of their high caste sit down and 
eat with a man of the fisher caste !—not to be thonght of for a moment. 
Even a Christian (?) minister refused to come ; atrange to say, too, he 
was one who had been honoured by the De Soyza family; for their 
predecessor, the late Jervius de Soyza, built a church, mostly at his 
own expense, for this clergyman. Would he go and dine with these 
fellows? he is represented to have said, as he insultingly returned the 
invitation, he—a clergyman of the Church of England—dine with 
fishers} The Queen’s son and the Queen's representative might go 
there ; not Mr. D., Church of England divine. He did not, probably, 
recollect at the moment that, besides insulting the host, he offended, 
spent good taste towards the guests, including the Prince and the 

overnor; and his Excellency was not slow to mark his sense of the 

indignity by asking Parson D. to send in his resignation of an office 
which could not with propriety be held by a man who evidently ranked 
caste above Christianity. 
. The Modliars, not being paid servants of Government, could not 
be thus summarily dealt with ; but doubtless they will perccive the 
tacit rebuke administered by the above fact to them also, and they 
may probably learn that, all-powerful ag caste is in uncivilised com- 
munities, it holds no place in the eateem of an enlightened people. 

Another advantage of the Royal visit to us colonists is that it has 
caused our highways and byways to be rubbed up, our towns to be 
cleaned and burnished, and: our loyalty to find an outlet. It was 
really surprising the eagerness of the great mass of the natives to get 
a sight of the Prince. Some of them came great distances, and on 
the day of his arrival at the central capital the crowd that surged upon 
the Reps living, moving mass—was so dense that there was 
hardly room tomove. Men of every nationality resident Mm the island 
were there—Moors, Tamils, Malays, Singhalese, Chinese, Portuguese, 
Dutch, and English in one promiscuous throng. All were dressed in 
holiday attire, and the natives especially were decked out in the moat 
gorgeous colours, the ¢out ensemble presenting a very fine effect. The 
number of persons on the Esplanade that diy was estimated at fifty 
thousand. Doubtless it will be an event in the lives of many of them, 
their visit to Kandy on that great gala day. 

Yet another advantage of the Royal visit remaina to be told. It will 
make our island better known than it has ever been. A lamentable 
ignorance of our geographical position, and all that pertains to our 

"little isle, is frequently manifested in England, which the ducal visit 
will help to dispel. Doubtless in the suite of the Duke of Edinburgh 
there will be “ achiel amang them takin’ notes,” and the result will 
be a book of travel, history, or sketches of the Prince’s tour, which will 
no doubt contain much that is new and interesting to residents at 
home, and which will consequently be largely read. It is not often 
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that a Royal traveller publishes a book, and no Prince in Christendom 
could have made the extensive tour the Royal Dake will have made 
ere he returna, all within the dominions of the Crown, save one of the 
Royal House of England. In his tour he will have seen much, and 
he will have learned how profound is the esteem in which his Royal 
mother is held throughout her vast dominions by all classes that claim 
to be the subjects of good Queen Victoria. 
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SIR R. ALCOCK’S CONVENTION. 
(GLOBE. ) 

Sir Rutherford Alcock’s memorandum in reply to the memoriala 
which have recently been Preernied by the China merchants to the 
Government is just such a document as might be expected to emanate 
His ideas of what a con- 
vention should be are, to say the least of them, quaint. He seems to 
consider that ita articles should be such as to afford the merchants 
opportunities for gambling, under the conditions of which they may 
possibly Jose heavily, but at the same time may by chance win some- 
thing, and that, therefore, on the whole, it may be worth their while to 
run the hazard; and at the same time that he expresses a childlike faith 
in the yielding disposition of the Chinese Government, he attributes 
his want of succeas in obtaining a more liberal Treaty to their insisting 
on claiming ‘“‘a right to profit by the first opportunity that occurred 
since the occupation of Peking by the allied forces, to cancel or limit 
the privileges previously extorted from them.” It will be remem- 
bered that the China merchants objected to the enforced payment of 
an additional 24 per cent. import duty on all goods, in return for the 
bare promise of the Peking Government, without any guarantee that such 
merchandise as they desired to send into the interiorshould be permitted 
to passfree. This astonishes Sir Rutherford Alcock nota little. ‘‘ Well,” 
he says, ‘“‘ but do they (merchants) not habitually venture a small risk 
to secure the reasonable chance of a large return? And if this be arule of 
commerce, where is the force of their objection to this clause of the 
Convention?” So that a Treaty is to be accompanied by as many 
uncertainties as a risky mercantile transaction. If this is so, the 
sooner the principle of limited liability is introduced into Treaties the 
better. He, however, finds further consolation for the merchants in 
the fact that if the Chinese Government do not in this particular fulfil 
their part of the contract, it will always be competent for Her Majesty's 
Government to demand a further revision of the Treaty. But if the 
Chinese on this occasion have shown themselves only willing ‘to can- 
cel or limit” the privileges obtained by the former Treaty, what gua- 
rantee has Sir Rutherford Alcock that, in case Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment found it necessary to demand a further revision for the purpose 
of cancelling the additional 2} per cent. import duty, that the Peking 
Government would consent to yield the point? It is now generally 
acknowledged that the Convention is a failure, and it is equally 
certain that it will not be ratified. Under these circumstances, Sir 
Rutherford Alcock would have done well to have abstained from 
attempting to justify its provisions. 


ORIENTAL LANGUAGES AND INTERPRETERS FOR 
COCHIN-CHINA. . 

The Paris School of Eastern Languages was reorganised last year 
with the view to the practical teaching of Oriental idioms in the 
interest of colonial and commercial relations. The principal changes 
consisted in the establishment of a professorship of Annannite, the 
proposed appointment of assistant professora or masters, natives if 
possible of the country whose language was to be taught, not for the 
literate but the ordinary spoken language of business, an increase in 
the payment of the professors, and the establishment of scholarships 
for pupils who should have followed assiduously the course of stude 
during twelve months. The extra expense of these changes was set 
down at £2,400 a-year. This plan has not been carried out yet, and 
arrangements were not sufficiently matured to allow of the necessary 
credit being included in the Budget for 1871, but the training of in- 
terpreters and consular agents for Cochin-China is now declared to by 
urgent, and s small sapplementary vote is now demanded for those 
objects. 

The decree which carries this subject before the Corps Législatif 
while praising the climate as well as the character of the popula- 
tion of Cochin-China, adds that the occupation of the isle of Paulo 
Condor, and the free acccas to the great river of Cambodge, guaranteed 
to the French flag, give inestimable facilities for the mercantile 
marine and commerce of France to carry out fruitful operations in 
those parts, and lay the foundation of a colony, which shall become 
the seat of French influence in the Far East. The announcement 
made in November last, that the Government intended to ask fora 
grant on this head caused an increase in the number of pupils, thirty- 
three having immediately made formal application fur admission, 
and it was necessary that some provision should be made on their 
behalf. The chief European nations, and e:pecially England and 
Russia, had preceded France in this path, and diplomacy and commerce 
both demand that the latter should take steps in this matter; several 
Chambers of Commerce have, moreover, offered to found scholarships 
in connection with the re-organised School of Oriental Languages. 


THE PACIFIC TELEGRAPH LINE TO CHINA. 

The project originated by Mr. Cyrus Field for a cable between 
California and China does not make much progress in Congress 
The plan for a land subsidy has been abandoned, a most deter- 
mined opposition being made to further land grants, and now a 
Bill has been introduced ae & money subsidy of $500,000 
a-year for twenty years. This Bill is pending in the Senate, but 
its passage is very doubtful, the Foreign Affairs Committee having 
determined to oppose the granting of any subsidies hereafter, 
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either of land or money, to any cable company. The tariff pro- 
sed for telegrams by this cable is $30 gold for ten words 
betwven California and China. 


THE CHINA CONVENTION. 

Mr. Magniac, on the 30th ult., put a question to the Under 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs in reference to the Convention of 
Sir Rutherford Alcock, which Mr. Otway answered by relnest ing 
that the subject might be postponed, owing to the lamente 
death of the Earl of Clarendon. We observe that Mr. Magniac 
will repeat the question this evening. 














DEATH OF THE EARL OF OLARENDON, 

One of the most popular and one of the most distinguished of the 
hereditary peers of England passed away on the morning of the 27th 
ult. The death of Lord Clarendon will make a sensible void in 
English society. Trusted by all ranks, from the Sovereign whose 
friendship he had for many years enjoyed, he waa one of the few men 
who held the respect of all classes of Her Majesty's subjects. Hoe was 
a Liberal, and the last great representative of the old diplomatic 
school. 

Our regret is not thé less sincere because we have lately had to con- 
démn the policy of the Foreign. office towards China, for we are persuaded 
that the Boatd of Trade has had much more to do with it than the 
Foreign-office. Lord Clarendon himself had certainly not embraced 
the advanced liberal views of either Mr. Gladstone or Mr. Bright, and 
any one who heard his examination by the committee appointed on 
the Diplomatic and Consular Service would readily perceive that his 
noble spirit still preserved sufficient conservatism to protect the ser- 
vice from such men as Mr. Rylands, who pushed his lordship rather 
fadely to answer the same questions in various forms. That is the last 
time that we had the pleasure of seeing his lordship, and we must 
confess that his conduct then completely belied any petty treatment 
towards the Diplomatic and Consular staff. The bland sarcasm with 
which his lordship met some of the members of the committee proved 
him to be quite a match, and more than a match, for some who at- 
tempted to badger him. The perfect temper with which his lordship 
went through the ordeal was remarkable. It certainly struck us that 
he would have been quite warranted in leaving the committee-room, 
and declining farther examination at the hands of men whose condnet 
was simply intolerable to a man of the standing, experience and ability 
of such a statesman as the Earl of Clarendon. 





LAUNCHES. 

On Monday, the 27th ult., Messrs. R. Napier and Sons launched from 
their building-yard at Govan an iron screw-steamer, built to the order 
of Messrs. Shaw, Maxton, and Co., London, and intended for the Fast 
India and China trade. Her principal dimensions are :—Length, 320 
feet ; breadth, 37 feet 9 inches; depth, 31 feet; tonnage, B.s., 2,250 
tons; engines, compoand, 240 nominal horse-power. The dogshores 
being cut away by Miss Sowter, London, the ceremony of naming the 
vessel ‘‘ Lord of the Isles” was performed by Miss Jessie MacLean ; 
and the launch, which was witnessed by a large number of spectators, 
was entirely successful. We may add that the Lord of the Isles is the 
first vessel built on the Clyde under the new rules recently adopted by 
Lloyd's Committee, being classed 100 A by the new designation. 

On the 30th ult. Messrs. Alexander Stephen and Sons launched from 
their works at Kelvinhaugh a fine new three decked iron screw-steamer 
for Messrs. John Warrack and Co., Leith, of 1,400 tons,and 95 A at 
Lloyd's, fitted with compound engines of the newest description, of 
170-horae power, by Messrs. Howden and Co. The vessel is to be em- 
ployed in the Eastern trade, v/a the Suez Canal. She was named the 
Atholl. 

There has also been launched from the yard of Messra. Charles Con- 
nell and Oo., at Overnewton, 8 finely modelled composite sailing ship 
of 1,285 tons, built to obtain the highest class at Lioyd’s, and to the 
order of Messrs. Sandbach, Tinne, and Co.,of Liverpool. She has been 
specially designed by Messra. Connell and Co. to attain .great apeed, 
combined with large carrying capacity. She was named the Ailes, and 
is to be employed in the East India and China trade. 


Te Loss oF tHE ‘'Carnatio.”"—It is the intention of the P. and O. 
Company to take the action brought against them by Mrs. Gilliland, 
for the loss of her husband by the wreck of the Carnatic, to a superiot 
Court. The jury, as we reported in our last issue, have given & ver- 
dict for Mrs. Gilliland for £3,000 damages. The company intend to 
raise the point of law whether, under the circumstances, they are liable 
in law or not. They allege—(1) that the ship was properly and skil- 
fully navigated, and that her running upon the reef was a pure acci- 
dent, whereas the contrary is alleged by the plaintiff ; (2) that Mr. 
Gilliland and the other passengers remained on board, after the ship 
ran upon the reef, of their own choice, and therefore took upon them- 
selves the risks attendant thereon. We shall look with interest for the 
decision of the Court upon this point—which, however, cannot be 
given until November next at the earliest—inasmuch as it will settle 
the question of the liability of the company, not only in this case, but 


alzo - regards any other possible cases arising out of the loss of the 
vessel. 


Tae “ Porrar Accipext Hospitay.”—This institution was started 
in the year 1855 for the relief of accidenta, and, since the opening, 
some 25,000 cases have been received, while, including cases recom- 
mended by Governors, 50,000 persons have received medical relief. 
The hospital is in the midst of the large shipping establishments, and 
many a life has been saved by the instant attontion paid to those 
eceking aid. The question has been éarnestly discussed whether; in 
view of a great want of funds, the committee should give up and 
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close the hospital, but they have determined to maké a special effort, 
and, in lieu of a public dinner this year, they will hold, on the 6th 
and 7th inst. a fete, for the exhibition of specimens of art and curiogi- 
ties, as well as for the disposal of any things specially contributed for 
sale. We trust that go useful an institution will not be given up, and 
that our readers and the public generally will Feepoad’ liberally to 
the call for funds, The bazaar will be held on board the Shannon 
and Paramatta, in the East India Docks, opening at 1 P.m. on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Haiscne, June 28. 

By a Royal decree of the 2ist inst. orders have been given for the 
consttuction of & mew ironclad steam-frigate, with two revolving 
towers, containing fonr 10-inch guns of twenty-two tons each, besides 
three rifled 24-pounders of four tons each, with engines of nominal 
900-horse power, the vessel to draw twenty-four feet water. It is far- 
ther ordered that after the launch of the steam corvette Ariadne, now 
building in the Royal dockyard at Danzig, the keel be immediately 
laid of a sister ship on the same lines. The frigate is to be called the 
Rorussia, and the corvette named the Louise, after the consort of 
Frederick Wilhelm II1., and mother of the present king. With regard 
to the two gunboats of a new class; called ‘‘avisos,” named the Alba- 
tross and Nautilus (for the German navy) now in conrse of constrac- 
tion at Danzig, and destined for service against the pirates in the 
China seas, they are in such a state of forwardness that, according to 
the present arrangements, the former will be launched very shorily, 
and be ready for the pennant this autumn, whilst the latter will be 
commissioned in the early part of next year. 

We are also to have correspondence cards in Germany, like those 
about to be introduced in England; but with this difference, that 
whereas in England they will be sold fora halfpenny, aud thus cost 
one half of a letter—saving, moreover, the expense of letter-paper and 
envelope—the German cards are to cost one groschen, the same as & 
letter weighing more than half an ounce, so that the public will not 

ain much by it. The new system is to come into operation by the 
Fst of July, when also the new postal treaty between Germany and 
England is to take effect, as well as that between Germany and the 
United States, by which latter country letters to Chima and Japan will 
be forwarded, via New York and San Francisco, at very rednced rates 
of postage. The gale of the correspondence cards conrmenced on the 
18th inst. at Berlin, on which day 45,468 ware disposed of to the pabllc. 

The Federal Council have appointed a commission to examine into 
the monetary state of Germany, and make proposals for amalganrat- 
ing all the present different systems, with one single joint set of coins 
for all Germany. It is no doubt a very difficult problem to solve; 
nevertheless it is quite trae that ‘‘ where there's a will there's a way,” 
and it is after all but the complement and natural sequence of the me- 
trical decimal system of weights and measures, now, to be sure, only 
used permissively, but which after another year will become compnl- 


gory. . 

The law for the subvention of the St. Gotthard Railway and téntel, 
towards the expenses of which the German Parliament has voted ten 
millions of francs, has now beech promulgated, and negotiations h&ve 
been opened, and are being actively carried on, with Bavaria, Wor- 
temburg, and Baden, to induce them to contribute towards the open- 
ing up of the most direct route of communication between Germany 
and Italy, which, when completed, cannot fail to have a most berefi- 
cial influence on the commerce and passenger traffic of the two coun- 
ies which are now separated by the almost impassable ranges of the 

ps. 

Arrangements are being made, and drawing near their conclasion, 
for the opening of the new Supreme Commercial Court for North 
Germany at Leipzig, which is fixed on as the seat of that tribunal. 
The judges have been all appointed, and had an audience of the King 
of Saxony at Dresden. The sittings will commence in August next. 

COMMERCIAL. 
The importers of the teas, per Joseph Hambro and Figaro, having 
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been induced to accept lower prices than they have hitherto demanded, 
found buyers quite willing to do business, and the following sales were 
concluded :—1,042/4 and 978/8 chests of Congou, 82/4 and 1,655/8 
ditto Kaysow Congou, 359’8 ditto Souchong, 16/8 ditto Tonkay, and 
79/8 ditto Haysan, after which the market closed firmer. The same 
was the case with Cassia Lignea ; the late large importations had de- 
pressed the prices, but after the sale of 6,000 chests by importers the 
market recovered its former elasticity, and prices have again risen to 
their previous standard. Pepper continues in favour, but without al- 
teration in the quotations; 2,500 bags of Singapore, to hand per Uranus, 
were previously sold for delivery on arrival. Nothing has been done 
in Spelter, but purchases might probably be effected on more favour- 
able conditions.

- HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
F ; Rorrerpam, June 29. 

A general depression prevails throughout the whole country, owing 
the etoppage of the O. J. Maatschappy van Adminiatratie en lyfrenten. 
The general opinion obtained that this company was a model of sta- 
bility, and that money could not be invested ina better or more secure 
way than in its shares. As I told you formerly, the shareholders, who 
have only paid 20 per cent. on their shares of f.5,000, will be compelled 
to farnish the remaining 80 per cent., and it is said that even this will 
not be quite sufficient to cover the loss. The capital of this company, 
whose managers are Messrs. R. van Eibergen Santhagens and F. A. 
Jas, ia f.2,500,000, with a reserve of f.220.139.85. I need not demon- 
strate that the results of this deplorable failure will be deeply felt as 
well here asin India, where it was customary with functionaries and 
small merchants to entrust their money to this bank. Strange stories 
are current with regard to the administration; it is said that when- 
ever any agricultural enterprise of this company gave an unfavourable 
result then the money lost was added to the capital, so that some 
enterprises appear for a very considcrable amount upon the balances, 
the real value of which is only a fraction of the sum. The stoppage 
seems to have occurred most unexpectedly; according to private 
letters received here by the laat mail from the company’s officials, the 
fature was as bright as possible. The same statement was made by 
the managers at the last annual meeting when the dividend was fixed 
for that year at 4 per cent., with regard to which, it was said, ‘‘ the 
advices from India are so favourable that we do not hesitate to anti- 
cipate upon the profits of next year (1869), and to add an extra divi- 
dend of 2 per cent.” It is impossible to state all the ramours, more 
or less compromising, which circulate, but it is quite certain that the 
stoppage of this company is a national calamity. ; 

ight weather and sunshine every day makes Parliament idle. In 
the Second Chamber the debates on local questions, of no interest to 
your readers, creep on. The Chamber has resolved that the most im- 
portant Bills, ready for discussion, shall not be dealt with in this 
seasion. Within a day or two the members willleave the Hague, not 
to return before the opening of the new session. Their fear of doing 
too munch is supported by the fact that our Lords are obliged to meet 
in the Lower House, while their own is undergoing repairs. The dis- 
cussions of our tired M.P.’s have furnished but one fact worthy of 
being mentioned. One day we were surprised by a statement in our 
official journal that Holland was on the eve of a war with Venezuela. 
It appears that for some time past there have been internal dissen- 
#ions in Caracas, in which the Dutch authorities appear to have most 
impradently mixed themselves up by expelling come revolutionists, 
who prepared their plans at the Dutch settlements. These revo- 
lutionists, however, succeeded in overthrowing the Government of 
Venezuela, and being then the dominant party they seized the Dutch 
packet steamer Honfleur at Laguiara, and also the Dutch schooner 
Sarah, whose owner they prevented going to Caracas. The repre- 
sentatives of the other foreign Governments protested against the 
seizure of the Honfleur, but without <effect. On the contrary, instead 
of the steamer being restored to Mr. Rolandus, our represen- 
tative, he was told in the most offensive terms that all relations 
with him—not with the Government — were broken off. Mr. 
Rolandus then asked for his paesport. After much delay this was 
given him and he left the town, but was arrested on his way to La- 
guiara by a special order from the President. The whole corps diplo- 
matique again protested, and induced the Minister of Foreign Affairs to 
make an apology to Mr. Rolandns, who was then released and escorted 
to Laguiara, where he took refuge on board the Dutch man-of-war 
Kykduin. When the news of these outrages reached our Government 
the Minister instantly despatched the frigate Admiraal van Wassenaar 
to Venezuela in order to protect our subjects and their property. The 
commander is ordered to demand full satisfaction. This is the bricf 
account given by the Staats Courant. Of course the Ministry was at 
once interpellated respecting the statement, but the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs did not give any additional information. I think, with 
the greater part of the papers; that the whole story will prove “a storm 
ina teacup.” It is thought that the question is nothing more than 2 
ersonal dispute between our Consul and the Government. Some of 
he newspapers say that the Government of Venezuela was perhaps 
quite justified in seizing the Honfleur and Sarah, because it is not at 
all improbable that they were partly laden with contraband of war. 

Perhaps something more nearly approaching to drought has been 
felt in this country during the present year than at any time within 
living remembrance. From January to June less than half the 
average rainfall occurred, and the results in some respects are most 
serious. It is, however, quite certain that our grain and pulse crops 
will be better than appearances in the fields indicate. But there has 
not been for many years 80 little grass in the third week of June as 
at the present time. Nor are the pastare lands any better. Not only 
is the graas so short that scarcely one-half the usual stocks can be got 
in, but the great want of water is being felt, Yet, with all this ary 
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weather, potatoes promise remarkably well; and that fruit of all kinds 
will be most abundant seems quite certain. As yet the stock has 
been free from disease, but a very dry summer ueually results in more 
or less of epidemic complaints amongst cattle. On the whole, it is to 
be heat that farmers will not find the present year one of much 
profit. 

Strange rnmours are affoat about the Governor-General, Mr. Meyer, 
whose nickname is the ‘‘ squanderer,” since he spent £8,000 more than 
the sum granted for his tour through a part of Java. The most extrava- 
gant accounts are published about the luxury of that gentleman, who 
is said to emulate the style of Oriental despots, and to enjoy the 
slavish reverence of the native. The local paper, Amersfoortsche 
Courant, says that it is quite clear why Mr. Meyer spends go much.. 
Without these extras he would not have left Holland, enjoying, as he 
does, a pension of f.10,000.. The paper farther states that Mr. Meyer, 
before his departure, made the condition that he should not be recalled 
before a certain time, which is stipulated. This story is, perhaps, or 
see most probably, quite untrue, but I thought it advisable to re- 
produce it. . 

Mr. C. van Heukelom has resigned his post as member of the man- 
aging council of the East India Railway Company. It seems that the 
very unfavourable condition of fhat company, about which the last 
mail brought us so much alarming news, indaced Mr. Heukelom to 
take this course. 

In yesterday’s sitting of the Second Chamber the Ministry was in- 
terpellated by Mr. Nierstrasz respecting the East India Railway. As 
it was feared, the Minister of the Colonial Department confirmed the 
statement that the works were suspended, but stated that the Govern- 
ment had not forwarded instructions to the Governor-General with re- 
ference to the matter, and that there need be no apprehensions of the 
intervention of the State, because it had been resolved at a meeting of 
the shareholders of the company to take such measures as should be 
necessary to raise the two millions of guilders which are necessary 
to finish the railway in the Samarang principalities, so that there 
will only be a further delay, as was stipulated by contract. The 
Minister farther stated that the four million guilders destined for © 
the construction of the Batavia-Buitenzorg branch were under the 
control of the Government. The Opposition was not content with the 
elucidation given by the Minister, and Mr. Nierstrasz proposed that 
the Chamber should declare that the members were not satisfied 
with the Government explanation. This political demonstration 
found supportera in Messre. Heemskerk Az, Insinger van Goltstein, 
Stieltjes, and Storm van ’sGravezande. The two last-named were 
convinced that the management in India had been as good as it could 
have been. Strangely enough, Mr. Nierstrasz did not maintain his 
motion; fot, amidst the snecring of the members, he retracted his 
proposal. : 

The members of the Society for the Welfare of the Javanese are or- 

anising a general petition to induce the First Chamber to outvote the 
Rusa Bill, as approved by the Second Chamber. The President, Mr. 
W. Bosch, is of opinion that this Bill is shameful, that it maintains 
slavery till 1890, and that Holland is in a worse condition than Spain, 
because Holland is going backward by restoring slavery, whilst Spain 
is abolishing it. I need not add that there is a good deal of exagge- 
ration in this reasoning. The society can, if it succeeds, prevent 
something good, but it then remains to furnish 08 with something better. 

According to the Rotterdamsche Courant, the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs will, when laying his Budget before the members, again pro- 
pose to appoint an Ambassador in China. You will remember that this 
plan has already been twice rejected. 

According to the Handelablad, the Ministry is prepared with ils 
Reform Bill; end if this paper ig well informed, it is the intention of 
the Cabinet to fix the franchise at f.20. Snoch a change would have 
the most important consequences upon our political etate. 

The well-known French revolutionist, M. Armand Barbés, died on 
Sunday last at the Hague. Sixteen years ago he sought and fotnd 
a refuge here, and has lived since a retired life. He was born in 1810, 
in the island of Guadaloupe. ; 

The Orthodox party is organising a political demonstration, and a 
petition, fo be addteased to the First Chamber, urging the necessity for 
outvoting the Bill abolishing capital puntishinent.

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THE WEEKLY MAIL TO CHINA AND JAPAN. 

THE postal communication between Europe and the Far 
East is now augmented by the inauguration of a fortnightly 
service by the Messageries Imperiales via the Suez Canal. Up 
to the present time there have been but three mails per 
month. We shall now, however, be able to depend upon a 
mail every Friday. The advantages secured by this arrange- 
ment are evident, and the French Company will no doubt 
waintain the reputation they have succeeded in establishing 
by the regularity and safety of their service. Appreciating 
as the public fully do our own national service, the P. and O., 
it must be borne in mind that it is due to the friendly rivalry 
of the French Company that the present advantages are se- 
cured to all interested in the communication with the India 
and China waters. The great strides made by the Message- 
ries Imperiales in their relations in the Far East suggests to 
us that some particulars respecting the resources of this com- 
pany, extracted from the report of the directors, may be in- 
teresting to our readers. 

The Messageries Imperiales, on the 31st December last, 
owned a fleet of sixty-nine steamers, of 22,885-horse power 
nominal and 150,000 tons, and valued at upwards of 
£4,030,000. Many of these ships, varying from 1,500 to 
4,500 tons, are also engaged in the Brazils and River Plate 
trade. The Imperatrice, Donnai, Cambodge, Tigre, and 
Hoogly, so well known on the other side of Suez, will be 
shortly joined by the still larger vessels, Sindh, Amazone, 
Pehio, Ava, and Meikong. These vessels, which are fitted 
out with all the most modern improvements, have shown in 
their trial trips the most satisfactory results as regards speed. 
Passengers proceeding Ly these steamers will retain their 
berths the entire distance from Marseilles, until arrival at 
Hong Kong. The prospects of the company as regards cargo 
are also satisfactory, as by their steamers the transhipment 
of goods is entirely obviated, which is a great advantage, es- 
pecially in the case of fine goods going by the mails. 

The steamers of the Messageries Imperiales, we find, con- 
veyed during last year on their different lines 227,553 pas- 
sengers and 2,705,807 packages, weighing 224,944 tons. It 
is worthy of notice here, that, of the above numbers, 63,000 
passengers and 6,600 tons of merchandise were carried by 
the company either free, or at reduced rates for the French 
Government, which in some measure accounts for the “heavy 
subsidy” paid to the company by the Government. Com- 
paring the remuneration it obtains to the charges incurred 
by the company in carrying out the Government trafic, it is 
evident that the amount received is but a fair compensation 
for the services rendered which includes the carriage free of 
charge of all specie which the Imperial Government may 
have to send to, or receive from the colonies, and of the 
mails, which, extensive as they are at present, are daily in- 
creasing in bulk. The regularity and frequency of the Mail 
Service will, we are convinced, tend more and more to make 
7 self-supporting ; but time of course is required to develop 

is. 

The year 1869, when compared with 1868, shows an abso- 
lute diminution of nearly 1 per cent. on the total 
and, taking account of the respective distances performed, the 
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economy is much greater ; the saving in fuel amounts to 74 
per cent. The total receipts amounted to upwards of 
£1,814,400, and the expenses to just over £1,600,000, in- 
cluding payment of debentures, sinking fund, and assurance, 
which form about one-sixth of the whole amount, and leav- 
ing, after deduction of £13,400 for the reserve, &c.,a sum 
equal to £198,000 to be distributed amongst the shareholders, 
which allows a dividend for the year of £1 16s. per share. 

The increase in the French carrying trade in the general 
shipping business of South America, the Mediterranean, 
India, China and Japan, is remarkable, and we cannot but ad- 
mire the praiseworthy and suctessful efforts which have caused 
them to attain their present position, notwithstanding the com- 
petition of our own well-known and old established companies. 
The distance over which the steamers of the Messageries Im- 
periales have run during the past year amounts to 1,537,842 
miles. We can, we think, safely assert that no other com-. 
pany has run their steamers such a distance, representing, as 
it does, more than fifty-six times the circumference of the 
globe. Without forgetting the important services rendered 
by our English Steamboat Companies to the trade of the 
world, we think the enterprise of the directors of the Mes- 
sageries highly commendable. They have met us as fair and 
honourable competitors, in the same waters, with the same 
objects—namely, the development of commerce, profit, pro- 
gress, and civilisation. 


TELEGRAPHIC PROGRESS. 

In order to keep our readers au courant with the proposed 
telegraphic cables to connect China, Java, and Australia, we 
may state that the Hibernia will leave in August with the 
first portion of the cable which is to be Jaid from Madras to 
Penang and Singapore via the Nicobars. The proposal to 
connect the Andamans and Rangoon en route—which has 
been made by Government—on a guarantee of six per cent. 
on the increased outlay involved, has not yet been decided 
on. The section to connect Singapore with Batavia will 
also be sent out about August, and the cable to connect Sin- 
gapore and Hong Kong, as also that for Australia, all in next 
year. The Great Northern and Cella, with the remaining 
portion of the cable, to connect Hong Kong and Shanghai, 
of which we gave a full account in our last, will leave in a 
week or two. The Anglo-Mediterranean Telegraph Company 
(Limited) have decided to duplicate their present direct 
cable between Malta and Alexandria, and have accordingly 
entered into a provisional arrangement with the Telegraph 
Construction and Maintenance Company for laying the cable 
in December next, fer the sum of £180,000. It is intended 
to meet this outlay, together with the necessary engineering 
expenses, by the creation of additional capital of £170,000, 
to be divided into 26,000 shares of £6 10s. each, and 100 
shares of £10 each, and by the appropriation from the re- 
serve fund of a sum of £11,000, making together £181,000. 
The directors also propose to convert the present share capital 
of £260,000, and the new capital, when paid up, into stock. 


Some further correspondence relative to the collision be- 
tween the United States corvette Oneida and the Bombay 
has been published recently. The Secretary to the 
Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company has 
written to the Board of Trade to say that the directors of 
the company emphatically dissent from thé conclusions of 
the Board. Captain Eyre, who commanded the Bombay, 
has furnished to the Board of Trade a long statement of the 
ciroumstances attending the collision, and asks for a fuller 
inquiry than that which took place before the Court of 
Yokohama. The Board have in reply stated that they see 
no reason to depart from their conclusions, and they decline 
to reopen the case. 


THE Chinese Embassy, with Mr. Brown at its head, is 
again in Paris, after having passed some time at Florence and 
Milan. After paying a visit of ceremony to the Duke DE 
GramonT, who made their acquaintance at Vienna, the Am- 
bassadors will set out for Madrid—almost the only European 
capital which they have not yet seen. They will once more 
return to France, and propose to embark at Marseilles for 
China about the 21st August for their final departure. 


Sir Ricnarp Graves MacDonnewt, C.B., with Lady Mao- 
Donne, landed at Southampton on the 27th ultimo from 
the North German Lloyd steamer America, which left New 
York on the 16th June. 
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The report of the Netherlands India Bank of Amsterdam has 
been published, and will be found in another page. We may 
congratulate the directors in having escaped with such com- 
paratively light loss from the disastrous failures in the Java 
trade. The report shows that the bank has transacted a large 
business, and their connection has much increased, as also their 
credit, The dividend declared is £10.50 per share of 7.250. 

Telegrams have been received announcing that Mr. Wm: 
Hargreaves has been allowed by Judge Hornby to leave Shanghai 
for England by the mail of the 4th June. Considerable astonish- 


ment has been expressed at this step. 

Several meetings have been held during the past week between 
the tea importing houses and the dealers, which ended in a reso- 
lution by the importers to postpone the time from the Ist to the 
18th July, to which the Chairman of the wholesale dealers replies 
by stating that the on/y mode of settling the question is to aban- 
don the proposed change. The most rational and sensible letter 
which has appeared on this controversy is from Messrs, Joseph 
Tetley and Co., wholesale dealers; they say :— 

“ The phraseology of the resolutions of the tea importers conveys to 
persons unacquainted with the details of the trade an impression that by 
withdrawing the allowance of 1 Ib. draft, they will place the conditions 
of the sale of tea on a fair and equitable basis, In these resolutions they 
assume that the method of determining the Customs’ weight and tare en- 
sures their fairness. We think it is not generally understood how this 
tare is fixed; it is as follows:—A small number of chests, according to a 
fixed scale, commencing at one out of six, and ending with 12 out of 800, 
and 16 for any number over 800, are turned out and weighed, the weight 
being recorded in pounds only, odd weight being reckoned as a pound, then 
the tare is fixed at the figure which is recorded against the majority of 
these selected chests. Thus in a parcel of 600 chests, which is a very 
frequent quantity, 12 chests would be tared ; and supposing that five of 
these 12 weighed 24 Ibs. 15 ozs. each, they would be recorded 25; and if 
the other 7 weighed 23 Ibs. 15 ozs. each, they would be recorded 24, and 
the tare of the whole 600, by the rule of majority would thus be 24, 
showing a gain to the buyer of 70zs. on the 7 chests, and a loss of 
4 lbs, 11 ozs. on the 5 chests; or on the average of the whole 600 a loss 
of 212 Ibs. 8 ozs. to the nee of the parcel. That this calculation by no 
means overstates the actual facts of the case is attested by statistics sub- 

- mitted to a meeting of the retail dealers in tea, held on Monday last, at 
the Cannon-street Hotel. One firm of the highest standing records that 
by comparing the actual weight of 3,211 empty chests with the tara 
allowed, it showed a loss of 3,453 lbs., and another firm of equally high 
character gave figures of the actual results of many parcels of different 
sorts of tea, which showed even more serious losses, And after making 
every allowance for extra wood, nails, &c., added after the Customs’ 
weighing, no one who investigates the question, either from the ground 
of theoretic calculation, or of actual fact, can resist the conclusion that 
the faizness of Customs’ tares is not secured by the present method of 
determining them, and that the withdrawal of the 1 Ib. draft by the mer- 
chant would cause a certain and serious loss to the whole retail trade. It 
must, moreover, be remembered that the conditions of sale in the tea trade 
are framed almost exclusively in the interest of the merchant, and con- 
stant small losses, arising from errors in weighing, damage undetected 
on inspection, excessive sampling, and numerous other causes, have been 
submitted to under the consideration that this 1 1b. draft was a con- 
venient average compensation, and only those who, as wholesale dealers 
in London, have large connections throughout the country, know how 
frequently this plea has to be used, and how seldom it appears to be 
a sufficient compensation. Surely the merchants of the City of London 
will recognise the commercial soundness and the equity of the principle 
that any conditions of trade which are based upon a system of average 
should lean in favour of the dealer, who has ultimately to bear the bur- 
den of all these contingencies, and whoso trade is frequently on too 
limited a scale to permit the proper operation of an average principle. It 
is on this basis that the conditions of sale of all the leading articles of 
imported produce have been framed. Immemorial usage, universal custom, 
and the highest commercial authorities, attest the good foundation of this 
allowance of draft; and it is even embodied by the rule of tare and tret 
in the arithmetical instractions of all our schools. It is thus a matter of 
more than merely local importance that it should be sustained; if with- 
drawn in the case of tea, every other commodity must follow, to the very 
serious disturbance of the whole retail trade of the country, and the pro- 
bable downfall of many honourable and hardworking tradesmen.” 


The Austrian Lloyd’s steamship Apis has brought on her pre. 
sent voyage from Bombay to Trieste, by the Suez Oanal route, a 
cargo of 5,243 bales of cotton, of which 1,920 bales are destined 
for Trieste, 428 for Genoa, 125 for Marseilles, and 20 for Odessa. 
In addition, 730 bales of cotton for Liverpool were brought as far 
as Port Said, and there transhipped into other steamers for Eng- 
land. By permitting their steamers to take goods for other ports 
than Trieste, the Austrian Lloyd’s anticipate that full cargoes 
will generally be secured for the longer portion of the homeward 
voyage, and that the threatened competition of a Russian line 
between Odessa and Bombay may be prevented. 

The trade and navigation accounts issued on Friday show that 
the imports during the month of April were of the com- 
puted value of £24,202,817, being a considerable increase on 1869 
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and the previous year. The total for the four months ended the 
30th of April was £73,146,806. The exports during the month 
of May were valued at £16,786,940, and the total for the five 
months was £79,801,184, being an increase of more than 
£5,000,009 on the exports in the corresponding period of last 
year, and nearly £10,000,000 more than in 1868. 

The petition to wind up the European Assurance Company has 
been dismissed by the Vice-Chancellor on the ground that the 
poviienes) a large shareholder, had not paid the calls due upon 

is shares. It was intimated that an appeal to the House of 
Lords from the Vice-Chancellor’s decision would be made. 


A meeting of the Ceylon Company will be held on the 12th to 
confirm the resolution passed on 21st June, altering the 16th 
and 17th clauses Articles of Association, which are to stand as 
follows :— 

“16. Any difference may be made between the members, both 
as regards amount and time in the payment of any contribution 
to capital to be made by them upon their respective shares. 

“17. Payments by any member by way of contribution to 
capital in respect of his shares may be appropriated to any one 
or more of such shares in such manner as may be agreed upon 
between him and the directors.” 


The report of the Assam Company, presented on the 27th 
ult., describes a further et improvement in the affairs of the 
company, and recommends a dividend of 33 per cent., making, 
with the interim payment of 24 per cent. a total of 6 per cent. 
for the year. 

The anticipated effects of the transit of teas through the Suez 
Canal are not looked upon with favour by the importers. The 
weight of tea arriving on the market in the early part of the 
scason must have a bad effect, and tend to accumulate stocks. 
The demand from Russia, which has often supported the market, 
will also be missed this season. 

A circular issued by Messrs. Ledward, Greenshields, and Co., 
Liverpool, announces the establishment of that firm, and that a 
corresponding firm will be opened in Singapore by Mr. J.J. Green- 
shields, late of Messrs. Guthrie and Co., under the style of Green- 
shields, Ledward, and Co. 

The following vessels have passed through the Suez Canal since 
the 25th ult. :—the French steamer Afrique, the English steamers 
Collingwood, Alice, Albatross, Waverley, Mauritius ; also the French 
transports Paris and Sarthe. 








SILK CROP IN FRANCE —JAPANESE EGGS. 

M. Ovidée Jouanin, whose name is well known in connection with 
silk, gives an account of the French crop which, if not overstated, is 
very serious; he declares that, in apite of some statements to the 
contrary, the silk crop which is just completed is one of the worst 
ever known. He says that the Japan annuals have not succeeded 
quite so well as last year, aud not nearly so well as during the first 
three years of their importation—the malady has attacked them to a cer- 
tain extent; the Japan Vivoltius have generally produced a large number 
of cocoons, but many of them double, which many winders will only buy 
at ridiculously low prices ; the Portuguese eggs alone have upheld their 
reputation to the full; some few have failed, but the greater part have 
succeeded, ‘The trials with Manchourie eggs have given contradictory 
results, and the experiment is, therefore, inconclusive. Some of the repro- 
duced Japanese worms have succeeded, but the mags has failed, and the 
same ig asserted of those eggs which were selected by means of the mi- 
croscope, on M. Oasteur’s system. M. Jouanin’s conclusion is that the 
Japanese Vivoltius are not to be trusted, and that breeders should 
look principally to Japanese eggs from the north, which are yet 
healthy, and to Portuguese, for their chief supply ; but he recommends 
careful further trial of the Manchourie races, which give fine yellow 
cocoons. The Comte de Vératry, deputy, put a question to the Mi- 
nister of Agriculture and Commerce in the Chamber, a day or two since, 
which has caused some uneasiness; he asked whether it were true that 
the Japanese Government had prohibited the exportation of more than 
a million cards of eggs; the reply of the Minister was that the subject 
was now in negotiation, and that therefore he could not give any 
further reply for the moment. 

Several Prefects of Southern Departments have received the follow- 
ing circular from the Minister of Agriculture and Commerce :— 

“T have been made acquainted with the rumour, attributing to the 
Japanese Government the intention of restricting the number of silk- 
worm cartons which it permits to be exported during the approaching 
season, to one million. I must emphatically call your attention to the 
gravity of this fact. As Italian purchases absorb three-fourths of this 
quantity, the resources available to France in Japan would be, in this 
case, reduced to 250,000 cartons—that is, to one-third of her average 
imports in this article. You may foresee what would be the con- 
sequences of such an eventuality. If our raisers should find themsclves 
short of supplies next year, the silk manufacturers, already so severely 
tried, would suffer from a dearth of primary material, and a consequent 
rise in its price. I have begged my colleague at the head of the 
Foreign-office to take, through the French Minister in Japan, the 
necessary steps to induce the Mikado to avert so regretable a measure, 
At the same time, M. le Préfet, it would be well to make this circum- 
stance known to such persons within your department as may be 
interested therein. Moreover, it would be useful to recommend that 
they themselves should prepare a part of the stock of seed which they 
will require for the raisings of the approaching season, according to 
former custom. You will be so good as to give all desirable publicity 
to this circular. Finally, I most especially urge you to adopt whatever 
measures you may deem expedient to guard the silk e from the 
dangers that may menace it.” 
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ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
SO 
TEA. 

There is again no {mprovement to report in the market, business 
during the interval having been principally confined to the public 
auctions, which have contained sufficient quantities to supply the 
immediate requirements of the trade, who have paid less attention 
than usual to the article, being still much occupied with the subject 
of the draft. Prices of all kinds have given way, but the principal 
decline has been a further serious one in all low qualities, which now 
rule below the cost of production. Red-leaf Congous: Siftings have 
sold from 5d. to 6d. per lb., being 4d. per lb. lower. Broken-lcaf kinds 
have also sold ata similar reduction. Fair to good common show but 
little alteration, though more difficult of sale at the quotations. Fair 
to good flavory kinds remain heavy. Good to fine Kaisows have only 
been saleable in small parcels at a further decline. In finest there 
are but few left on the market. Pak Lin kinds at public sale sold 
rather lower. Black-leaf kinds : low qualities continue much depressed, 
and have given way a further 1d. per lb. Common kinda, from 9d. to 
10d. per Ib. show a reduction of 4d. to 1d. per lb. Good common 
have also sold rather easier, likewise fair qualities from 114d. to 
1s. 14d. In good to fine few transaction have taken place. In finest 
there are only small parcels offering. Amoy kinds at Sd. to 9d. per 
Ib. show noalteration. In new make Canton kinds, old season's have 
been dull at 3d. to 1d. per Ib. lower prices. Further parcels of new 
season's, arrived overland, have been sold ; one parcel at public auction 
from 1s, 10d. to 28. 3d.; two others by private contract, prices of 
which have not transpired. Oolongs show no alteration. Souchongs 
continue difficult ofsale. Scented ‘leas: Fair common Canton Capers 
from 64d. to 74d. per lb., and Orange Pekoes from 7d. to 9d. per Ib., 
show a decline of 1d. per lb. Good to fine Canton Capers are in fair 
demand at former prices. Foochow Capers show no change. Canton 
Orange Pekoes of fair to good kinds remain difficult to move; some 
fair quality has been sold at 103d. to 11d. per 1b., being 1d. per Ib. 
lower. Foochow kinds, common to fair, have been heavy, but there 
has been a limited inquiry for good to fine at about previous rates. 
Uncoloured Japans remain as before. Green Teas: The market con- 
tinues much depressed. All the common to medium kinds are 
selling at very low prices, those at public auction being very irregu- 
lar. Finer grades, being comparatively scarce, are better supported. 
Canton-made kinds show no improvement, either in demand of price. 

The following is from Messrs. Shepard, Harrison and Rehden’s Cir- 
cular :—There has been the same determination on the part of importers 
to be making sales, as noticed in our report of 15th ult., and public 
auctions of Teas without reserve have been held without intermission 
the past fortnight, resulting in still lower prices ; instances of exception- 
ally low eales have transpired (a chop of fair common Congou, ex Fon- 
tenaye, selling at 5d. to 6d. per Ib.), from which a recovery up to 2d. 
per Ib. has since taken place. The agitation relative to the 1 lb. draft 
has been intensified by memorials from all parts of the country, and 
has led to the farther postponement of the question to July 18, when 
we trust there may be some settlement; otherwise, it will most certainly 
prejudice sales from first hands the eoming season. Tclegrams from 
Shanghai, v/a Kiachta, extend to Jane 7, and report heavy stocks, and 
the equivalent of 2s. to 23. 3d. per lb, asked for the finest Congous. At 
Hankow, one steamer had sailed for London, and three were loading ; 
settlements reported at 70,000 chests, at prices ranging up to 2s. 7d. 
per lb. For export to the Continent but few transactions have taken 
place; to Canada a few orders have come to hand, for Souchong and 
uncoloured Japan leaf, but at low limits. 

Messrs. Kinnear, Hawes, and Hertz report that—“ Nothing very 
striking has happened on onr market during the past fortnight. The 
large public sales of the 21st ult. passed off heavily, lower prices 
ruling for most descriptions, the attention of the trade at the time 
being, we think, too much engaged with the “draft” question to 
allow of the samples being properly valaed.” 


SILK. 

The market continues extremely quiet in all its branches, and there 
are hardly any transactions to report. Tsatlees keep firm, owing to 
scarcity, but there is very little now doing even in this Silk. Tay- 
saams and Hainins are decidedly easier, but without inducing business. 
For Canton Sitk there is small inqitiry at 20s. for good ordinary 
Tsatlee reel, but the common kinds are still unsaleable. Japan Silk 
shares fully in the general dulness. The telegrams received this 
week from Shanghai have had no material effect upon prices on this 
side, but the opening rates for Silk in the new seascn arte beyond all 
question excessive, and can hardly be expected to find an equivalent 
on this market. The deliveries in June have been satisfactory, viz. : 
China, 3,519 bales ; Japan, 652 bales; total, 4,171 bales. 


OOFFEE. 

The improving tendency reported in our last has Ween fally borne 
out, being strengthened by the favourable result of the Dutch sale of 
Java, and considerable sales have again been effected. Plantation 
Ceylon has attracted the most attention, and has been taken in large 
quantities at 61. per cwt. advance. For Native there has also been 
some inquiry, and the larger proportion of the parcels offered have 
been taken at improved prices. In other East India the business has 
been confined to Singapore, of which 172 bags Bonthyne sold—sonnd at 
59s., sea-damaged at 52s. to 588. ; and 252 bags pale at 58s. per ews. 


SUGAR. 

Although little decided alteration can be reported in prices, the 
tendency is still downward for both common and good qnalitics. An 
extremely dull tone has pervaded the market throughout the in- 
terval, and with scarcely any disposition to buy on previous terms; 
sales are of small amount, and easier rates have in some cases 
been accepted. In Enst India descriptions the business has been 
extremely small. Of Manila no offers have been made at the public 
sales; privately 50 tons unclayed Zebu realised 20s. Of Penang 266 
bags sold at auction good to fine brown at 268. to 27s. 6d.; 422 
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baskets common date kind (duty 4s.) being bought in at 193. These 


transactions constitute the sole business of the fortnight. 


Corr Goops.—The auctions since our last report have been very 
heavy. The demand for Yarn has, however, somewhat improved, and 
in some cases rather higher prices have been obtained ; 279 tons 
4,068 bales Yarns mostly sold—low red Coconada at £8 58.; Ceylon, 
ordinary to superior, at £19 to £65; Cochin, low to superior, £15 52. 
to £53. Of Fibre, 10 tons 1,915 bales sold —Ceylon at £16 10s. 

Cocoa-nut O1n.—Privately there has been somewhat legs inquiry 
for Ceylon, and the business has ‘een small at 38s. 6d. At public sale

ABSTRACT OF THE REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CONTROL ON THE OPERATIONS OF 
THE BANK DURING 1869. 


The business and connections of the Bank have been progressing satisfactorily, thengh the result of the Hank's operations ghows a 
diminished amount of profit as compared with that of last year, the gross profit heing £588,981.914, against .741,215.914 in 1868. 


The commercial disasters of the last two years have made it very difficult in Jaya to employ fynds in sound bankiag investments. The 
rate of discount has been generally very low, averaging 5 per cent., against 7} per cent. in 1868, and the Bank's discount business therefore 
shows a less profit of pearly 760,000. The adverse state of the exchange between Java and Furope has made the Bank's operations 
unsuccessful, instead of leaving a profit of some 70,000, as in 1868. The loss of 31,840.12} with which this year's exchange 
account closes might have been less, had it not been found more than necessary to abandon the prevailing syatem jn the Java exchange- 
market of buying bills without securities. According to the instructions from the Directors, the Bank's Agent at Batavia had to remit only 
credit-bijlls, document-bills, or bank-bills, and the price he had ta pay for the same waa of courge less advantageaus than would have been 


the case in buying bills not drawn under confirmed credits or not provided with the dooumente relating to the ahipments against which 
they had been drawn. 





On account of the Bank’s exchange operationg the year 1869 may be considered ag a year of trial; in a pecuniary respect the profit has 
been none, but much hag heen done to bring the exchange business on a better and more solid footing, and the Directora feel confident that 
the time is not far off that the Bank will reap the healthy fraits of the meagures they have taken. teen UTE REAPS 


The home demand for advances on Datch Pisce-goods exported to the Hast has been fast increasing, the amounts granted being :— 
J-4,008,153.78 on exports to Java, 
62,195.43 on exports to India. ° 
117,300.56 on exports to China. 
196,632.22 on exports to Japan. 

Advances on shipments of produce from Java to Holland were only asked for on rather a limited acale; but ‘on the contrary a consi- 
derable amount of produce was consigned by the Batavia ageney to Holland for account of different parties, the sales effected in 1869 by the 
Directors consisting of 60,600 piculs sugar, 5,180 baga coffee, 8,577 cheats tea; besides rattans, rice, tobacco, indigo, arrack, and spices. 
The value of the cargoes atill afloat on 81st December amounts to /.900,000, 


The Bank's agencies in Java receive deposits for fixed periods, the total amount of which was on 3ist Decamber /-1,037,250.61, against 
J.527, 484.02 in 1868, and (891,041.80 in 1867. 


The most prominent fegtureg of the year 1869 have been the difficulties in which the Bank was involved by the fatlure of Morgan Mel- 
bourn and Co., and the stoppage of Von Hemert and Co., at Batavia. In both firms the Bank was interested for rather large amounts, not 
without the necessary securities, however, on account of which the Bank was involved in six different lawsuits. Already five of these lawsuits 
have been decided in favour of the Bank, and the Directors therefore have the aatiafaction of stating that those two commercial disasters, 
which at one moment seemed to threaten in a very serious manner.the intevests of the Bank, will ultimately occasion @ total loss not ex- 
ceeding 785,862.89, which sum has been written off from the profit and loss account of 1869. 


After making provision for some other bad and doubtful debts, and for the general expenses of management in Holland and India, the 
profit and loss account shows a net profit of /.255,248.173, of which a sum of 252,000 will be divided amongst the shareholders, being 


J-10.50 per Share of 250, or 4 1-5th per Cent., on the paid-up Capital of Six Millions, the remaining 8,248,174 to be carried forward to 
profit and logs new account.
